During Reconstruction. 


President Johnson said in his 
veto message of this bill: “I am 
unable to give it my assent for 
reasons so grave that I hope a 
statement of them may have 
some influneece on the minds of 
the patriotic and enlightened 
men with whom the decision 
must ultimately rest. The bill 
places all the people of the ten 
states therein named under he 
absolute domination of military 
rulers; and the preamble un- 
dertakes to give the reason up 
on which the, measure is based 
and. the ground upon which it 
is justified. It declares? that 
there exists in those states no 
legal governments and no ad- 
equate protection for life or 
property, and asserts the neces 


sity of enforcing peace and} 


good order within their limits. 
Is this true as matter of fact? 
It is not denied thatthe states 
in question have each of them 
an actual government, with all 
the powers-executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial- which proper 
belong to a free state. They 
are organized like other states 
in the Union, and like them, 
they make, administer and exe- 
cute the laws which concern 
their domestic affairs. An ex- 
isting de facto government, ex- 
ercising such functions as these 
is itself the law of the state 
upon all matters within its juris 
diction. To pronounce the su- 
preme law-making power of an 
established state illegal is to 
say that the law itself is un- 
lawful.” 

‘On March 23, 1867, Congress 
passed an act supplementary to 
the act of March 2, 1867, pro 
viding that before September 1 
1867, the commanding general 
in each district shall cause a 
registration to be made of the 
male citizens of the United 
States, twenty one years of age 
and upwards, and this supple- 
mentary act provided the fol-

any executive or judicial office 
in any state and afterwards en 
gaged in insurrection or rebel- 
lion against the United States, 
or given aid or comfort to tne 
enemies thereof; that I have 
never taken an oath as a mem- 
ber of Congress of the United 
States, or as an officer of the 
United States, or as a member 
of any State, to suport the Con- 
stitution of the United States, 
and afterwards engaged in in- 
surrection or rebellion against 
the United States, or given aid 
or comfort to the enemies there 
of; that I will faithfully sup- 
port the constitution and obey 
the laws of the United States, 
and I will, to the best of my abi 
ity, encourage others to do so 
—So help me God.” This oath 
or affirmation was to be #d- 
ministered by any registering 
officer. 

The comanding general of 
each district was authorized to 
appoint boards of registration, 
to consist of three loyal officers 
or persons, to make and com- 
plete the registration, to sup- 
erintend the election to elect 
delegates to the constitutional 
convention, and to make  re- 
turns of the election, and the 
commanding general to notify 
the delegates receiving a plu- 
rality to assemble at a time and 
place fixed by him and hold 
the convention to frame the con 
stitution, if a majority of ail 
votes cast should favor the con 
vention.

WHEN TO DIG SWEET PO- 
TATOES IS TOLD 


Auburn, Ala., Sept. 28.— 
With the biggest and _ best 
sweet potato crop Alabama has 
made in several years now In 
the ground county agents and 
horticulturists of the Agricul- 
tural College at Auburn are re 
minding growers to dig their 
potatoes well in advance of 
frost in order to keep them bet 
ter and to have potatoes of 
better quality. 

It is pointed out that cool 
nights before frost actually ap 
pears damage sweet potatoes if 
they are still in the ground, If 
they are dug early and proper- 
ly stored before cool nights be 
gin the maximum number of 
sweet potatoes should be saved 
County agents are giving infor 


mation about sorage. If frost 
comes before they are dug 
sweet potatoes are severely 


damaged and difficult to keep 
without heavy losses, 

Since the date of maturing 
varies in different sections of 
Alabama no one digging date 
can be named. As a general 
rule north Alabama growers 
should dig their sweet potatoes 
not later than the first half of 
Ocober, and preferably the last 
half of September in case they 
are mature. However, all 
should be dug several days be 

frost,

We have the brightest prospect 
for a small dairy on every 
farm paying handsome divt- 
dends just at the present time 
since the high cream prices dur 
ing the war. 

Every farm can make a pas- 
ture of bermuda, carpet grass, 
dallis grass, and lespedeza for 
summer grazing and cows can 
be carried thru the winter 
cheaper in Coffee County than 
any place we know of. 

Now Mr. Farmer, if you 
stick to cotton you are a gone 
rosling. Some of us are already 
gone and don’t know it. There 
is a pot of gold that every one 
can reach who has as much as 
10 acres of land and. the road 
to this pot of gold lies by way 
of the milk pail.

MISS JEAN WRITES ABOUT 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
IN COUNTY. 
has 

The fact that we have with 
us the beginning of another 
school year prompts us as cili- 
zens to ask ourselves whether 
or not we are going to have the 
best schools our county has 
ever had or whether we are go- 
ing to stand by without due con 
sideration for and interest in 
the boys and girls of our coun- 
ty. Realizing that our school 
boys and girls are the future 
hope of this country and un- 
less they are properly trained 
our future citizenship fails tm 
its big purpose, we find it nec- 
essary and expedient to send 
this message to the parents of 
Coffee County in order that 
they may better understand 
just what we are trying to do 
for their children. 

We are proud of the fact 
that for several years compul- 
sory school attendance has 
been a law of our State, but 
due to the fact this same law 
has needed explaining and ex- 
pounding to the parenthood of 
iol only our county but the en- 
tire state as well, the progress 
we had hoped to attain has not 
been reached but nevertheless 
great strides have been made. 
It is a lamentable fact that par- 
ents should have to be made to 
send their boys and girls ts 
school but since they do, it is 
for just such parents as these 
that our compulsory laws were 
enacted. We do not think that 
all parents wilfully wish to 
violate any of our school laws: 
we do think however that we 
have mothers and fathers who 
not realizing what an advan- 
tage their children have in the 
wonderful schools we have to- 
day deem it unnecessary to in- 
sist upon their children attena- 
ing school, or if they do attena 
do haphazardly and with. but 
little results to themselves or 
their school. We can not think 
that any mother or father could 
possibly lay the blame any- 
where but at their own door if 
they fail to carry out their ob- 
ligation to an institution so fine 
and wonderful as our public 
schools. 

A month ago our city schools 
opened, and with very good ar- 
tendanee and a week ago ou 
rural schools opened. Since the 
beginning of these schools we 
have noticed a goodly number 
of boys and girls who have not 
yet envolled for the term. Since 
our compulsory law embraces 
the age of sixteen we must put 
forth an effort to place the 
children coming under this age 
in school at once or as soon as 
is possible. We are not unmina- 
ful of the fact that our rurai 
schools are held back by the 
recent storm and therefore are 
granting the parents time in 
which to gather their crops but 
we must insist on all boys and 
girls living in or near town 
making their plans to enter 
school at the earliest date pos- 
sible. In addition to our com- 
puslory school laws we also 
have a Child Labor law which 
strictly prohibits boys and girls 
under sixteen years of age be- 
ing employed in any public 
place of service, especially dur- 
ing public school terms. To 
these boys and girls whom we 
admire for their willingness to 
help themselves by earning at 
least a part of their livelihood, 
we must insist on their entering 
school. We know those who 
would insist 
otherwise does so, not because 
they wish to be arbitrary, but 
because they perhaps have not 
given the thought of an educa- 
tion first place in their scheme 
of affairs. 

If there are those boys and 
girls who cannot possibly at- 
tend school because of financi- 
al conditions we want them to 
feel we are especially interest- 
ed in their welfare and will as- 
sist them in whatever way we 
ean if they will kindly report 
the matter to me at once. | am 
very anxious to have all the 
parents know that I wish to 
help their children; I would be 
only too glad to be called upon

PERCAPITA ROAD TAX FOR 
1927

‘The Court of County Com- 
missioners last week passed a 
resolution permitting persons 
liable to road duty to pay in 
lieu of work on the  pubtie 
roads a perecapita road tax of 
$7.50, if this amount is paid to 
the County Treasurer, 5S. R. 
Morgan, by January 15th, 1927 
After January 15th, 1927, tne 
amount fixed is $10, and after 
February 1, 1927, none will be 
accepted, but persons liable to 
do voad work will be required 
to work ten days as provided 
by law. 

This road tax may be paid 
now. No change has been made 
in the manner of appropriating 
or using the pereapita road tax. 
Bach beat will be entitled to 
all the road taxes paid in it, 
and apportioners will be ap- 
pointed in each beat to make 
and report the names of all 
nersons in each beat liable to 
road duty. Persons who hold a 
Road Tax Receipt will not be 
required to work on the public 
roads next year.

Smugglers and undesirable 
immigration attempting to 
cross the border between the 
United States and Mexico will 
face a still more eficient barrier 
with the announcement that 
the government has purechaesd 
four Chevrolet touring cars for 
its immigration patro! squad- 
ron. 

“Modern law evaders use au- 
tomobiles and not horses” said 
D. P. Gay, Jr., border patrol 
chief, at Brownsville, Vexas, 
where the United States Immi- 
gration Service purchased the 
four Chevrolets. 

“With smugglers using cars 
to transport their contraband 
and aliens endeavoring to 
speed by our inspectors in fast 
automobiles, we decided to 
speed up our own organization 
with more cars. We must be 
equally as well mounted as our 
adversaries.” 

Illegal entrance to this coun- 
try has naturally been sought 
by the smugglers at the most 
inaccessible points to the bor- 
der, remote from well traveled 
roads at spots where automo- 
biles are subjected to the most 
severe tests in deep sand and 
gullies. Government inspectors 
found their transportation 
needs demanded a car of rug- 
ged construction, free from le- 
cessity of frequent repairs, and 
with ample cooling facilities to 
withstand the torrid heat. 

The Chevrolets were pur- 
chased in open competitive brd- 
ding. In the official specifica- 
tons it was detailed “the cars 
are for scouting work, will be 
required to run on an average 
of from 1200 to 1500 miles per 
month on both smooth and 
rough as well as rocky roads 


and through mud and sana 
country of mesquite vegetiu- 
tion.”
